Visitors will be admitted to Jackson Park 
foran indefinite period after Oct. 30. The 
length of time will depend upon the weather 

and the popular demand, as outlined in Tuz 
“Trrpuye several weeks ago. This course was 
officially determined upon by the Council of 
Administration yesterday. Oct. 30 isto be 
observed as Columbus day and not closing 
day, asthe council formerly proclaimed. It 


- made the correction yesterday in the follow- 


ing statement, which was accompanied by an 


order in accordance therewith: 


The council having this day considered its 
order passed the 16th inst., predicated on the 
resolution emanating from the Board of Direct- 
ors of the World's Columbian Exposition touch- 
yng the designation of a day as “Columbus day” 
and having been informed by several members ef 
the directory that it was not the intention of that 
body that its resolution should be so construed 
asto provide for a closing day, but simply to 
make provision for the designation of Oct. 30, 
1803, as “Columbus day,” and to be so cele- 
brated accordingly within the Exposition grounds 
at Jackson Park, and that such day should not be 
treated or rewarded as the actual closing of the 
Exposition or the park, but that visitors might 


_ be admitted thereafter for an indefinite period 


so long as the popular demand and the weather 
conditions should justify it. 

Then it is ordered that— 

The Director of Decoration and Fanctions im- 
mediately address himself to the preparation of 
a program commensurate with the occasion and 
gubmit to this council through the Director- 
General at the earliest possible date a copy 
thereof, tocether with an approximate estimate 
of the expenditure necessary to carry the same 
into proper execution; and any order inconsist- 


ent herewith is hereby revoked. 


The admission fee for the November days 
will, the officials say, be 50 cents, as it isnow. 
All purely complimentary passes will be cut 
off. The complimentaries expire by limita- 
tion Oct. 30 and they will not be renewed, 
The obligation under which they were issued 
is considered to have been satisfied. The full 
term and monthly photograph passes will 
simply be extended. No new ones will be 


printed. The coupons will: have been ex-»4 


hausted, but the cover with the photo will be 
sufficient. Workmen’s passes will be issued 
as usual.

No Haste to Move. 

While all exhibiters may begin packing up 
Oct. 31 there will be no special effort to 
hasten their departure. They will be fur- 
nished neither electric lights nor guards to as- 
sist in working at night. 

“There is no occasicn for us going to this 
extra expense,’ said President Higinbotham. 
“The exhibiters can have an eight-hour day, 
and that is enough.” : 

If the crowds come in large numbers an ef- 
fort will be made to entertain them. Bands 
of music will be provided and many of the 
concessions will remain open. The restau- 
rants, electric launches, intramural road, and 
others will do business as long as it is protit- 
able.

CHILDREN AT THE FAIR IN SCHOOLS 


Little Ones Given Full Swing to Go Where 
They PleaseeWaifs Go Today, 


There were 64,472 children at the Fair 
yesterday. For the first three hours of the 
morning they had the right of way. They 
went in families, classes, and entire schools. 
Mr. Chalmers arrived at the terminal station 
about 8:30 with 921 pupils of the 
Chalmers School on a special Wisconsin 
Central train. He gave their tickets to an 
inspector and marched them through a 
dozen turnstiles at once. They were accom- 
panied by their teachers, divided up into 
squads, and went rémping away over the 
grounds in all directions. 

Miss McConkell took a class of fifty-seven 
from the industrial: school and showed them 
the sights she considered of greatest interest. 

Nearly every other school in Chicago was 
represented. 

Once let loose the children roamed from 
one end of the park to the other. They took 
in everything inside and outside of every 
building. The gallery of Agriculture, where 
hot biscuits and slapjacks are given away, 
proved again a center of attraction. So also 
did the Children’s Building where hundreds 
of the larger boys and girls were permitted to 
enjoy thumselves on the swings and parallel 
bars. The manner in which these little people 
quickly find out what pleases them most 
forms one of the surprising features of their 
visits. They crowd around exhibits where 
picture cards are to be obtained and wherever 
there is anything in the way of automatic fig- 
ures or machinery in motion. The pretty 
things of Manufactures Buildimg catch the 
fancy of the girls, but the boys do not appear 
to care much for them. They prefer to exam- 
ine the curious-looking statuary, watch the 
geese and ducks, and ride on the moving side- 
walk, 

Ride on the Joha Bull Train, 

The John Bull train was at their disposal in 
the afternoon and 10,000 or more of them 
improved the opportunity to take a ride on it. 
The Pennsylvania company supplied them 
with free tickets and a uniformed conductor 
stood at the gate, letting in just enough at a 
time to fill the cars. This bit of extra amuse- 
ment for the children was jolly fun and they 
enjoyed it immensely. 

The questions many children ask about ex- 
hibits fairly astonish some of the grown-up 
persons in attendance. Boys of 8,9, and 10, 
in knickerbockers and white collars and sailor 
caps, discuss the Treasury model, the Wash- 
ington monument, the statue of Columbus, 
the MacMonunies fountain, the Courtof Honor, 
and the Grand Basin with more intelligence 
than scores of persons a long way their 
seniors. 

This will be waifs’ day, and it is expected 
every poor child in Chicago, provided with a 
ticket of admission, car fare, and a lunch, 
will ‘be given an opportunity to go to the 
Fair. It is understood that some of the lines 
of transportation have offered to carry their 
proportion free of charge. ¢. 

The children invaded Midway. The places 
of amusement like Hagenbeck’s, the Ferris 
wheel, the Samoans, and others, while they 
did not advertise a reduced rate of admission, 
practically admitted all the school children at 
half price by passing two of them through the 
entrance gates on one ticket. The remarks of 
some of them were amusing. One bright- 
eyed little fellow, after staring at Lady Aber 
deon’s Irish Village for awhile, said : 

* I know what that is, that’s the ice house.”’ 

Another equally bright youngster, the mo-

Alexander H. Revell went to the Fair yes- 
terday to see the results of the children’s 
ticket distributions of the week. Mr. Revell 
has delivered to Supt. Lane 32,000 
tickets which have been given out to the chil- 


dren. Mr. Revell thinks tho free tickets 
given this week, from all sources will 
reach 100,000. He has given away 
$1,000 worth of tickets more than have 


been subscribed for and looks for donations 
to cover this amount and probably 10,000 
more. Mr, Revell says he knows of no op- 
portunity where so small an amount of 
money can do the good that these free tickets 
are doing. . 

Chancellor Muldoon called upon Mr. Revell 
and got 5,000 tickets yesterday. These are 
to be distributed among the parochial! schools 
of the city. Col. A. J. Burbank has given 
100 tickets for the Fair to pupils of the Mark 
Sheridan School. The children of the New- 
berry School have been made happy by Gen.

Avrora, Ill., Oct. 19.—{Special.}—The two 
Boardsof Education in the City of Aurora 
have decided upon Friday of this week as 
children’s day in the World’s Fair, and have 
voted to close the schools that day to give the 
children an opportunity to take advantage 
of the cheap rates. The idea of a children’s 


day at the Fair has been in the air 
during the entire week, dnd while some 
of the school directors did not quite 


approve of it they succumbed to the pressure, 
An effort was made to get a special train to 
run through from Aurora to the terminal sta- 
tion without change. This was found, how- 
ever, t6 be impracticable. H. D. Judson, 
Superintendent of the Chicago Division of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad. went 
to Chicago today and arranged for a World’s 
Fair special train on the Illinois Central, I)li- 
nois Central tickets will be brought to Aurora 
and put on sale tomorrow at 20 cents for the 
round trip, The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy company has made ae rate of 
56 cents for the round trip. This will 
make the cost of the trip 86 cents for each 
pupil, besides the extras necessary for popcorn 
and phonographic music. Although no spe- 
cial effort has been made to get ptivate sub- 
scriptions to defray the expenses of the out- 
ing it is thought that at least 2,000 children 
will take advantage of the rates and pack their 
lunch baskets for thetrip.

TWO NEGROES TAKEN OUT AND LYNCHED 


Friends of a Murdered Constable Avenge 
His Death at Summerville, Ga. 


Last night the jail of Chattanooga County 
was visited by two men claiming to be con- 
stables. They had with them a man whom 
they represented to be a prisoner sentenced 
to imprisonment. The jailer was thus in- 
duced to open the doors of the building when 
a hundred armed men suddenly appeared and 
took possession of the jail. They seized Bill 
Richards and Jim Dickson, two colored pris. 
oners, and after tying them hand and foot 
threw their bodies across two horses and rode 
off in the darkness, 

Nothing has been heard of the marauders 
except that they rode into the swamp near 
Trion factory, where the two negrves were put 
to death. The crime for which the men 
lynched were in prison was the murder of 
Constable James Hall and the shooting of 
Town-Marshal Murphy of Summerville. For 
overa yeara gang has infested the country 
between this city and Rome. During the 
month of August the dead bodies of two well- 
known men, Carlo Heidt and Joe Sugarman, 
were found in a place with every evidence of a 
desperate encounter and murder. | 

The whole country was aroused. It was 
during this excitement that Constable Hail 
noticed several suspicious negroes whom he 
undertook to “urrest with the aid of the Mar- 
shal. The negroes fled toward the swamp 
with the two officers in pursuit, As the edge 
of the swamp was reached one of the negroes, 
Bill Richards, fired, his bullet striking Con- 
stable Hall in the heart. ‘hen Dickson 
fired at Murphy, severely wounding him. That 
hight the swamp was surrounded by the peo- 
ple of the neighborhood, who closed in from 
all sides until the two were forced to surrend- 
er. Only the presence of the Sheriff suved 
their lives then. Since that affairs have run 
along quietly and none feared trouble. but it 
seems that the friends of the murdered con- 
stable were biding their time to imake the 
descent upon the jail when no one was ex- 
pecting it. The two negroes were desper- 
adoes who for years had been in many crimi- 
nal escapades.

The accident occurred at 9:45: The men 
were working on the new bridge which is be- 
ing builtacross the Des Moines River at that 
city for which Fair, Williams & Co. of this 
city are the coutractors. The superstructure 
of the second span of bridge, whichis the old 

gtructure, gave way and crashed to the bank of 
the river, carrying with it the men who were 
doing work on top. 

The news spread rapidly and soon crowds 
of people were rushing from all parts of the 
city to the scene of the accident. All the phy- 
sicians in the city and willing assistants were 
pressed into service and devoted themselves 
to the care of the wounded men, doing. all in 
theiripower to save their lives. The Coroner 
was inmediately telephoned and heid an _ in- 
quest over Thompson’s body. 

Atthe office of the contractors J. Dittman, 
a civ engineer and trusted employé of the 
firm said : 

“Tam not much surprised at the accident. 
The eld bridge was so rotten that every one 
lookéd for it to fall, and it was a crime to 
Jeaye it in the condition it was in when our 
folks took the contract for construction. Mr. 
Wiillixms and myseif wete the ones who made 
the examination of the bridge for the Board 
of Supervisors when it was condemned.” . 

He said that he thought the direct cause of 
the accident was that the floor of the bridge 
on which the then were laying the beains 
gave way. Who is to blame for the accident 
cannot now be ascertained.

Detectives Claim It Was Stolen Money and 
Are Seeking the Woman.

This 
will certainly mean the downfall of Peixoto. 

The reports that President Peixoto is buy- 
ing ships in the United States and Europe 
are not entitled to credence, They emanate 

from the same sources from which all the al- 
leged official news favorable to Peixoto is 
t. 
ae js rumored the insurgents have occupied 
Nictheroy and have landed forces there. They 
have secured reinforcements, which are now 
oitside the harbor entrance ready to begin 
_ operations. 

The rebel cruiser Sete de Setembro, which 
was sunk recently near Praia Grande, has 
been floated. It will be repaired under the 
protection of the guns from Mello’s ships. 
News has been received confirming the re- 
ports of the sinking of the ship Urano, which 
was filled with adherents of the insurgents. 
Peixoto’s troops captured seventeen prisoners 
after the ship had gone down. Thecrew was 
saved, but many who were aboard of the ship 
were drowned, including several chiefs of 
Meilo’s party. 

It is said that Peixoto’s government 
has declared it will not be responsible for 
damages or losses to natives or foreigners re- 
siding in Brazil caused by the revolutionary 
forces or by the government troops in their 
attempt to suppress the rebellion. A decree 
has been issued branding as deserters all per- 
sous who were in the army and navy of Brazil 
and have joined the revolutionary movement. 
Many military officers, principally those who 
were stationed at Fort Ville Gaignon, are 
named in the decree. The ban also applies to 
all soldiers and sailors who refused to fight 
against the rebels. 

A detachment of 100 soldiers of Peixoto’s 
army has arrived in Montevideo under orders 
to man the Tiradentes. They are under 
strict quarantine for two days. 

It is reported the State Government of 
Santa Catharina has declared its separation 
from the republic until President Peixoto re- 

ns. 
“he auxiliary expedition, which was organ- 
ized. by Barras Cassal to aid the revolution- 
ists, has arrived in Destero. 

It is reported the coast defense turret ship 
Bahia has been ordered down the river from 
Asecencion to join the Tiradentes.

The soldiers were armed with muskets and as 
s00n as they wére in possession of the tugs they 
began to steam about close to the wharves. Now 
and then the soldiers would turn the guns upon 
the City of Rio and fire into the streets with the 
Gatling guns and muskets. The government 
soldiers in the city of Rio who were stationed all 
along the wharves returned the fire. There 
was only afew wounded and the skirmishing 
lasted throughout the day. At night the tugs 
returned tothe shelter of the rebel fleet. The 
next day there was no shooting or firing by either 
side, but one of the tugs steamed over to the 
harbor of Rio and seized a lighter loaded 
with cattle. The day of the 1lith marked 
the beginning of the bombardment of Nichteroy. 
About 12 o'clock that day three Brazilian mer- 
chant steamers were captured by one of the naval 
vessels of the revolutionary forces as they were 
entering the port. The bombardment was at night. 


_ Nearly all night there was a skirmish between 
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the revolutionary soldiers and the soldiers of the 
government on the wharf. The torpedo boats 
stole closer and poured shot after shot at the 
place, sileneing the forts. No news of a definite 
character could be learned as to the number of 
killed and wounded at Nichteroy, but the esti- 
mation puts the list at fifty killed and about sev- 
enty-five wounded. Sept. 14, the day following, 
the men-of-war of England, France, and Italy 
moved away from the line of fire, and to be pro- 
tected the Besse] moved with them. The night of 
the fifteenth the revolutionary fleet made 
another attempt storm Nichteroy and 
kept firing volley after volley into the 
place, but the occasional shots from 
cannons from the imperiled place showed 
that an effective defense was being made. 
The killed at Fort Santa Cruz are said to be five, 
and a dozen or more wounded.

BREAKFAST FOR RUSSIAN VISITORS. 


Czar’s Ambassador at Paris Entertainse 
Enthusiasm of the People Unbounded. 
Panis, Oct. 18.—The city is still en féte, and 

the crowds that filled the streets yesterday 

have been augmented today by a steady influx 
of visitors from all parts of the country. Ev- 
erywhere the greatest gayety prevails. 

Admiral Avelan and his siaff occupied the 
forenoon in making official visits. Their 
meeting with Gen. Loizillon, Minister of War, 
was especially cordial. Everywhere the Rus- 
sians went they were the recipients of hearty 
cheers from the crowd. When they returned 
to the military club in order to dress for the 
breakfast given by Baron Mohrenheim, the 
Russian Ambassador, there was a repetition 
of yesterday’s enthusiastic scenes in the Place 
de l’Opera, where an immense crowd had 
gathered. 

After dressing the party proceeded to the 
Russian Embassy, No. 79 Rue Grenele, St. 
Germain, being driven there by a route which 
included the Avente de Rivulo to the Place 
de la Concorde, thence across the Seine on 
the Pont de la Concorde, then along the Boule- 
yard St. Germain to Rue St. Simon, which 
begins directly in front of the Russian Em- 
bassy. Along the whole distance the pave- 
ments and the balconies of the houses 
were thronged with well-to-do peo. 
ple, who enthusiastically cheered ‘the 
visitors as they passed. Rue St. 
Simon and Rue Grenelle in front of the 
embassy were filled with a compact crowd, 
through which the policé slowly cleared a 
passage for the carriages, their orders to the 
people to fall back being drowned in tumul- 
tuous cries of ** Long live Russia !’’ ** Long 
live the Czar!’* from half thecrowd, while the 
other half howled themselves hoarse crying 
‘* Long live the Admiral!” referring to Ad- 
miral Avelan. 

The “Court of Honor” in the embassy 
was beautifully decorated. Baron Mohren- 
heim received his guests on the ground floor 
and later conducted them up-stairs, where 
three salons had been thrown into one break- 
fastroom. Covers were laid for 106 per- 
sons: Forty-four sat at the table of honor, at 
which Baron Mohrenheim presided. The 
guests at this table were Admiral Avelan, 
who sat next to Admiral Gervais, of 
the French navy, and Premier Dupuy. 
Then, with a Russian officer between them, 
sat M. Devele, Minister ‘of Foreign Affairs; 
Admiral Reunier, Minister of Marine; Gen. 
Liozillon. Minister of War; M. Delcaase, 
Under Secretary for the Colonies; Gen. Bois- 
deffre, Gen. Saussier, Military Commander of 
Paris; Gen. Chanoine, Gen. Borious, Count 
de Montebello, French Ambassador to Russia ; 
M. Laboulaye, formerly French Ambassador 
to Russia; the Prefect of Police, the Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Council, the Mayor of 
the arrondissement, and ten others of lesser 
note. 

At smaller tables sat the correspondents of 
Russian newspapers and prominent Russian 
residents in Paris. 

Baron Mohrenheim toasted President Car- 
not and the band played the “ Marseillaise.”’ 
Premier Dupuy replied, calling upon every- 
body to drink to the health of the Czar and 
Czarina. The band played the Russian na- 
tional anthem as the toast was drank. Coffee 
was served down-stairs while the tables up- 
stairs were being removed for the general re- 
ception to the members of the Russian colony 
and others. 

It is said the Czar has again telegraphed 
his thanks to President Carnot for the wel- 
come extended by France to the Russian fleet 
and its officers. 

President Carnot’s] telegram to the Czar 
was: 

At the moment when the fine squadron sent by 
your Majesty is anchored at Toulon and its 


brave Russian sailors are listening 
to the first cheers reserved for them 
by the French people I __ feel impelled 


to address my thanks to your Majesty and to in- 
form you of the joy I feel over this fresh evidence 
of the friendship and profound sympathy uniting 
Russia and France. 

The Czar’s reply was: 

In reply to your friendly telegram I wish to in- 
form you of the pleasure it gives me that our 
squadron has been able to return the visit paid 
by the brave French soldiers to Cronstadt.

WILL REQUIRE PAYMENT IN GOLD, 


Premier Giolitti Outlines the Italian Gov- 
ernment'’s Policy. 

Rome, Oct. 18.—Premier Giolitti was en- 
tertained at a banquet at Dromero today by 
fifty Senators and members of the Chamber 
of Deputies. He made a long speech defining 
the policy of the government. The financial 
deficit had been reduced, he said, from 550.- 
000,000 to 14,000,000 lire. In order to avoid 
continued loans, us in years past. the govern- 
ment would reéstablish the regulation requiring 
that customs duties be paid in gold. The 
government would also reform the -guccession 
duties and would put a progressive tax upon 
incomes exceeding 5,000 lire, thereby rais- 
ing 40,000,000 lire annually. The military 
expenses would not be altered. The govern- 
ment’s foreign policy would be so directed as 
to tend towards the maintenance of peace. 
Italy would remain faithful to its alliances. 

In analyzing the financial difficulties the 
Premier said the principal cause of the pres- 
ent struggle was monetary, and not traceable 
to the budget. “It will be impossible,” he 
said, **to obtain independence until the sav- 
ings of our people have absorbed a large por- 
tion of our bonus placed abroad.”’ 

The report of the Premier’s speech was re- 
ceived with some disappointment in Rome. 
Many competent financiers fear that the pro- 
posals’ will be inadequate to restore the 
national finances. 


DENIES THE DUKE WAS SHOWN FAVOR 


Hugh Childers Takes a Hand in the Con- 
troversy Anent Connaught. 

Lonpow, Oct. 18.—The apparently endless 
argument concerning the Duke of Connaught 
and the Egyptian campaign has been given 
fresh impetus by Hugh Childers, who was 
Secretary of State for Warin 1880-'85. It will 
be remembered it was charged a telegram was 
sent toGen. Sir Garnet Wolseley, command- 
er of the British forces in Egypt, ordering him 
to place the Duke of Connaught in a place of 
safety during the battle of Telel-Keber. It 
was also charged that in compliance with 
these instructions the Duke, who was on the 
right of the lines with the guards brigade, 
was, with his troops, ordered to the rear and 
out of danger. The story had its origin in 
the Manchester Guardian. Mr. Childers has 
written a letter to that paper emphatically 
denying that any instructions or suggestions 
were dispatched to Egypt relative tothe Duke 
of Connaught. He inclosesa letter received 
by him from Gen. Wolseley declaring the story 
is absolutely untrue. Gen. Wolseley adds: 

Nobody ever suggested that I in any way deal 
with his Koyal Highness differently than with 
the other officers commanding brigades; nor did 
Idoso. He took his chance like every one elag, 
and, as I reported to you at the time,I had no 
better brigade under my command. I am glad, of 
the opportunity of emphatically denying the ab- 
surd story, which is as ungenerous as it is un- 
true.

GYRATING WHEEL OUTDONE, 


G. W. Patterson’s Unique Invention of 
lliuminated Indian Clubs, 

Sixty-six ‘incandescent electric lamps in 
red, white, and blue bulbs swaying and whirl- 
ing around a man’s head was the spectacle 
exhibited last night to the few invited to wit- 
ness the first display of the kind ever made. 
Everybody who has seen Chicago this sum- 
mer is familiar with the gyrating wheel carry- 
ing a train of electric lamps at its rim, which 
has recently come into vogue, but the experi- 
ment made last night was as diflerent from 
this as flying in the air is from rope walking. 
The sixty-six lamps are attached to two 
Indian clubs/ of regular size, thirty- 
three to each. Four wires pass down 
the length of each clut,/ and each 
wire connects with eight lamps, standing out 
at right angles to the surface. The thirty- 
third lamp is placed at the extremity of the 
club. The operator holds the clubs so that 
the main and return wires connect with the 
circuit from which the electric power comes, 
and he must move them so as not to break 
contact or put any strain on the wires. 

G. W. Patterson of Chicago is both the in- 
ventor and first practitioner of the new school 
of pyrotechnics. His manipulation of the 
clubs is perfect. In past times he has given 
exhibitions with clubs to which flumiag 
wrehes were attached, andas these were high- 
ly appreciated he set to work to devise a 
means of making a still more effective dis- 


i play by the aid of electricity. Mesars 


McLean & Co., No. 197 South Canal street, 
manufacturers of electric specialties, carried 
out his ideas so well that the first attempt to 
swing the clubs was‘a complete success. Mr. 


Patterson went through the most rapid and 


complicatéd movements possible with Indian 
clubs, describing circles and serpentine curves 
and mazes of light around him, practically 
demonstrating that a new feature in stage 
display has been developed. 

The current employed was three amperes at 
a tension of 110 volts. It was furnished from 
the main which supplies electric power to the 
McLean electric ‘“works—the exhibition 
taking place at 5 p.m.in the workshop. It 
will only be possible to give similar exhibi- 
tions | at’ theaters where there {is electric 
light, as it would pe quite impracticable to 
improvise electric power in sufficient quan- 
tity owing to the high potential of the cur- 
rent needed to light so muny lamps. 

After the exhibition a conversation between 
Mr. Patterson and Mr. McLean resulted in 
an agreement to improve the connection be- 
tween the clubs and the electric circuit by the 
use of a swivel attachment to the clubs. Mr. 
Patterson is of opinion that he can do stil! 
better if nore perfect freedom of movement 
of the wrist is made possible.

At 8:45 the Van Buren street-pier was 
reached, an hour and thirty-five minutes hav- 
ing been consumed in making the trip. A 
rod on one of the engines had g6t out of 
place, necessitating a delay of forty-five min- 
utes on the lake.

NEW ORLEANS FIGHTS IN DANGER, 


Judge Ellis Decide« Against Fitzsimmons 
and Is Supported by the Governor, 

New Oaeveans, La., Oct. 18,—{Special].]—It 
looks very much as if prize fighting in this city is 
doomed. Press and people have taken up the 
cudgel at the fear of the Corbett-Mitchall af- 
fair coming here in case it is stopped in New 
York and the Indiana courts decide against the 
Columbian club at Roby. The severest blow at 
the sport fs now being struck at the Civil Dis- 
trict Court, A great deal of litigation has grown 
out of the final failare of the Creseent City Ath- 
letic club, whose failure was mostly due to the 
$40,000 purse promised Fitzsimmons and Hall, 
and Fitzsimmons is the principal creditor. fle 
had some chance of getting a portion of the -un- 
paid purse until Attorney-General C unningham, 
a few days ago. filed a $1,000 license suit on 
half of the State. 

Fitzsimmons’ lawyer intervened, claiming that 
Fitzsimmons’ judgment was entitled to prior con- 
sideration. The Attorney-General answered that 
the State law permitted glove but forbade prize 
fights; that F itzsimmons- Hall engaged in a prize- 
fight; that the notes given for an illegal act were 
of no valne. When the Judge was about to de- 
cide in favor of the State’s-Attorney Fitzsimmons 
applied for trial by jury. and this being refused 
the lawyers applied to the Supreme court for 
mandamus tocompel Judge Ellis to grant the 
request. 

Ex-Gov. Nicholls, now Chief Justice of the Sn- 
preme Oeurt, who called out  * militia to prevent 
the Sullivan-Kilrain fight from occurring in 
Louisiana, today refused the mandamus, so 
the decision on the status of glove contests rests 
with Judge Ellis. There is little doubt as to 
what bia decision will be, and if the judgment 
stands it will make all glove contests Ulegal and 
break up the sport in this city even in advance of 
the meeting of the Legislature next May, whena 
severe anti- -bejae fightimg statute will undoubt-

HEAT AT NASHVILLE IN 2:06 1-4, 


The Mile Broke All Trotting Records but 
Nancy Hanks’ 2:04 and the Son of Di- 
rector Will Go Against It Next Week— 
The Trip, Badly Begun, Is Marvelously 
Finished=Stamboul Fails Again<Pa- 
role, Peveril, Roan Wilkes,’ Kokomis, 
and W. W. P. Win the Other Races. 


Nasuviitz, Tenn., Oct. 18,—[Special,]— 
By his mile in 2:05%¢-here today, trotted in 
the third heat of a race, the black colt Direct- 
um has swept away everything that stands be- 
tween him and the 2:04 of Nancy Hanks and 
Mascot, with the exception of Hal Pointer’s 
2:044¢. The marvelous young horse is now 
the champion of stallions at either gait, his 
feat this afternoon eclipsing the performance 
of his near relative, Direct, who paced in 
2:05}¢ over this track last November against 
time. The harness race record for stallions 
also goes down, as the pacer Guy held this 
by his heat in 2:06% last year, and with it the 
trotting race record of 2:07%, which Alix 
secured by her sensational first heat for the 
big Exposition Stakes at Chicago last month, 
Besides this the mark for 4-year-olds has 


Directum having for the fifth time this season 
improved the figures for that age. 

The day was not a particularly favorable 
one for record breaking, and it was cloudy 
and cool when the young giant started for new 
honors. He played with Hazel Wilkes and 
Hamlin’s Nightingale for two heats of the 
free-for-all trot in 2:1344 and 2:14. The flag 
“was discarded in the third heat and the audience, 
composed chiefly of visiting horsemen, prepared 
to note the flight of the superb colt.

SERVANTS GALORE SEEKING PLACES 
AND AT THE NORMAL RATES. 


Beginning to Flood the Employment Agen- 
cies and “Want” Colums with Applica- 
tions, and the Large Majority Are Com- 
ing Chiefly from “ World’s Fair Work” 
‘=Supply Will Be Greatly Increased 
After Nov. 1, and Housekeepers will 
Find One Problem Less to Deal With. 


The World’s Fair has solved the servant 
girl problem. The Congress on Household 
Economics, which is meeting down in the Art 
Palace, may as well adjourn and go home. 
Chicago has maid servants sufficient to fill all 
demands, with enough to spare to supply the 
wants of the country at large. 

Authorities say that there are now 25,000 
more or !ess experienced cooks, laundresses, 
and second girls in Chicago who are out of 
work, By Nov. 1 they declare the number 
will be doubled. 

With the increase in supply will go, and has 
already commenced, a reduction in wages. 
ay gash servants who dre now paid $5, $6, 


and $7 a week will, before the winter is over, 
have to compete with equaily capable women 
who are willing to work for half the money. 
This at least is the opinion of the managers 
_ ef some of the largest employment agencies 


in the city. 
“Where last spring it was almost impos- 


sible to get maid servants of any kind,” said 


Manager Crummet of No. 491 Wabash 
avenue yesterday, “we have from 
400 to 6500 new applications daily. 


. 1 think it is a small estimate 
to say that there are 25,000 women of some 
experience in domestic service out of work in 
the city. The close of the W orld’s Fair will 
see that number at leastdoubled. About half 
- of that number we can recommend as fairly 
competent. Even of thoroughly trained 
servants there is a supply in advance of the 
demand. i always try to keep wages up to 
the highest possibie point, but i think that 
girls who are now getting as high as $8 a 
week will be lucky if they can hold their 
places at $3.50 or $4 at the high- 
est. Of course the coming of winter 
always sees an addition to the ranks of those 
who want work. The World’s Fair is, how- 
ever, chiefly responsible for this phenomenal 
increase in the supply. We shall be able to 
relieve the situation somewhat by sending 
many servants to out of town winter resorts 
which are not open in the summer. This 
agency, for instance, has now orders for be- 
tween 1,000 and 1.500 girls to go to Califor- 
nia, Florida, Hot Springs, and other points in 
the South. At the best, though, I cannot see 
a very bright prospect.”

Noble, late Secretary of the Interior. was 
then introduced and read a 1 cory: paper 
on “Our National Parks and Timber Reserva- 
tions and Their Importance and Proper Ad- 
ministration.”

< oer of, country life, and gave the reasons 
why there continues to be an exodus from 
country to city life. He emphasized the need 
of mental culture and the development of 
better social conditions on the farm, and in- 
sisted that in that way only could the present 
tendency be checked. 

J.J. Grinlinton, member of the Legisla- 
tive Council of Ceylon, followed with an ad- 
dress upon the condition of women on that 


the growing of rice was by women, and he de- 
scribed vividly the laborious nature of the 
work and the faithfulness of the women in its

Baron Garaabedyam of Asia Minor spoke 
for the women of that land, sa ing the gov- 
ernment compelled the people to do whatever 
it wished.

Fish and Fisheries, 


Dr. Hugh M. Smith of Washington, D. C., 
presided at yesterday's session of Con- 
gress on Fisheries and made some brief re- 
marks on the importance of a more intimate 
ucquaintance with the objects and methods of 
fisheries and the advantage that will accrue to 
the fishing interests by the adoption of mod- 
ern methods for the capture and utilization 
of fish. The first paper of the morning was 
contributed by C. H. Augur and read A. 
A. Adams. Its subject concerned the con- 
struction and application of fishnets in the 
American fisheries. Chairman Smith gave 
some interesting statistics rding the fish 
f the United States. James G. Swan of Port 
ownsend, Wash., contributed a paper which 
was read by Dr. Dean. Dr. Smith read a pa- 
per on the spring mackerel fisheries, and sev- 
eral important _ ‘rs were read by title 
which will be publis in the proceedings of 
congress. An interesting discussion of 
Dr. Smith’s paper was conducted by E. G. 
Blackford of New York, J. C. Young of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Commissioner Marshull Mc. 
Donald. Prof.W. O. Atwater of letown, 
Conn., delivered an address on correla- 
tion of land and water in relation to food sup- 
ply and agriculture.

Sessions in the Evening. 

Two evehing sessions were held, one being 
a general session in the Hal! of Columbus, the 
other that of the division on Household Eco- 
nomics. At the genéral session Robert W. 
Furnes, Secretary of the Nebraska State 
Board of Agriculture, gave the history, pres- 
ent condition, and future promise of agri- 
culture. Countess di Brazza gave an interest- 
ing account of the position of women in agri- 
culture in Italy. Milton George of Chicago 
told what education was necessary to fit a 
farmer’s son for success on the farm and good 
citizenship in the republic; and George A. 
Bennett reada paper on legislation — the 
best enforcement of the law. At the Congress 
on Household Economics, Miss Emma 0. 
Conro of Brooklyn contributed an essay on 
the elevation of household labor to the dignity 
of a profession. and Mrs. Mary H. Hull and 
Miss Jane Addams spoke upon the value of 
work done by specialists, thereby establishing 
trades and schools of household science. 


CAPTURE OF MURDERER GEORGE BOTTOM 


Arrested in Louisville, the Scene of His 
First Crime. | 

The capture of George Bottom at Louis- 
ville places a man in custody who, the police 
say, was ove of the most vicious criminals 
who ever committed a murder. Bottom was 
raised in Louisville. There in September, 
1891, William Mameron was murdered. it is 
said, by him. Bottom escaped at the time. It 
was only a month later that he was heard 
from, this time in Chicago, and again he was 
connected witha murder. The last victim 
was William Hayes, killed in ‘ English 
Bill’s”’ saloon at No. 502 State street. Bot- 
tom disappeared, but was finally located in 
Louisville. He was brought to Chicago, in- 
dicted. tried, and finally sentenced to a term 
of twelve years. The apparent satisfaction he 
had jp tellmg of his murderous eareer led to 
the suspicion that he was mentally deranged. 
He was accordingly consigned to the Asyiam 
for the Criminally insane at Chester. @ es- 
scaped from Chestet some months ago and now 
has been again eaptured in Louisville. He 
will prebably end his days in a prison.

nteiligent people who could render a reason 
scientific, ethical. esthetic, for their total absti- 
nence faith as now; there were never so many 
—— from which to bombard the liquor trafic 
nnd the drink habit; there were never so many 
journalists who had a friendly word to say for 
the temperance reform; there was never such a 
stirring up of temperanee politics, for the fore- 
most historic nation of the world, Great Britain, 
has this year for the first time adopted asa plank 
in atforu: of the dominant party prin- 
ciple t the people shall themselves decide 
whether or not they want the public house, and 
as a natural consequence of this political action 
there was never a public sentiment so respectful 
toward the temperance reforms The great world 
brain is becoming saturated with the idea that it is 
reasonable and kind to let strong drink alone. 
The vastness of these changes can only be meas- 
ured by the remembrance that a few generations 
ago these same drinks were the accredited em- 
biems, in cot and palace alike, of hospitality, 
kindness, and will. The prohibition —_— 
tion in America has not been as great in the last 
year as formerly, and the reasons are not far to 
seek. Presidential campaign always lowers 
the moral atmosphere for a year before it begi 
and a year after itis over. Legislators become 
timid, politicians proceed to “ “sat 
ists, with an eye to the loaves an 
their sails concerning issues 
best only a aghting chance; the world, the flesh, 
and the devil get their innings. and tne time is 
not yet. In the easyer the attention of the Na- 
tion has heen focu on the World's Fair and 
the endless difficulties to which that has given 
birth. There has been an incalculable amount of 
ill-will set in motion as the result of personal 
financial interest and ignoble ambition. ’ 

The World's Fair in Chicago has been indeed 
the eighth wonder of the world, and no one has 
appreciated its splendor more than women have 
done, nor has any @lass probably reaped more of 
help and hope from the great show than we. 
Never before has such provision been made for 
women. First of all, the Congress of the United 
States voted to have a board of women directors. 
who were duly appointed: next, a woman’s build- 
ing was decresd; then women were placed on all 
Committees of Award that*had women’s work to 
examine ; then a Congress of Women, such as the 
world has never seen, was held, calling together 
crowds of from 20,000 to 80,000 auditors, eager 
to learn what had been wrought and to know 
what could be undertaken by the suppressed half 
of the human race. Then women were admitted 
to the deliberations of all the congresses, chiefly 
by the wish of the men who were at the head of 
the different committees, most of which had also a 
coordinate committee composed of women. There 
has been no enthusiasm over all the great men 
who have come and gone to exceed t which 
has been manifested in the case of equaily great 
women. Perhaps to us as reformers no singie il- 
lustration of this has nmore welcome than 
the public recognition given, after more than 
forty years of service, to our elder sister in the 
woman's work and world, Miss Susan B. Anthony. 

The cause of social purity has grown in the 
year past like “ the stone cut out of the mount- 
ain.” The history of the reform has not a par- 
allel tothe heroic undertaki of those brave, 
true-hearted women, Mrs. Elisabeth Wheeler An- 
drew and Dr. Kate Bushnell, whom 1am proud 
to have had as my fellow-townswomen for twenty 
years or more. Their three months in India, 
curing which under the most difficult conditions 
they followed the subtle intricacies of official- 
ism in its illegal and covert relation to legalized 
vice, even asthe hound follows the hare, have 
written their names high on the white arch of 
ourrollef honor. But the secular press in both 
countries has overlooked the fact that they were 
sent out by the general officers of the World’s W. 
C. T. U., and made their investigations in India 
by the special request of Mrs. Josephine Butler,

Erected to Commemorate Washington's

Brilliant Victory and To Be Dedicated

one from Massachusetts, 
New York, a brigade from Pennsylvania, the 
City Troop of Philadelphia, the Governor's 
Foot Guards of Hartford and New Haven, and 
the West Point Cadets are expected to assist 
in the ceremonies. 

The monument is of Maine granite and was 
designed by Mr.Luncan of New York, and 
the bronze statue of Washi which sur- 
mounts it, somewhét over twice life size, 1s 
the gift of the State of: New York. through 
legislative action. The statue is the work of 
Mr. W. R. O’Donovan, a Virginia sculptor 
and soldier, now of New York, and it stands 
very nearly where Gen. Washington stood at 
an important moment in the battle. 

» Measured by the standard of the Civil War, 

with its Chickamaugas and its Gettys . 
the famous fight at Trenton may look like lit- 
tle more than a sharp skirmish. The R gr 6 
army had a total of four men wo ; the 
Hessians had eleven killed and eighty 
wounded, But in moral effect a minor com- 
bat may surpass a much bioodier engage- 
ment, and so it was with Trenton. 

It was a victory won in dark hours of the 
Revolution. A few months earlier Washington 
had been defeated with heavy loss on Long Isl- 
and by Sir W. Howe, and had surreadered New 
York to the enemy. He had again been de- 
feated at White Plains, and soon afterward 
Fort Washington was captured with 2,600 
men, besides a loss of 149 in the bat- 
tle. Cornwallis had next driven him 
through New Jersey and across 
Delaware, while Congress, in much 
alarm, had removed from Philadelphia to 
Baltimore; but fortunately, as December had 
come, Howe contented himself with panne 
his troops in winter quarters; Finding Col. 
Rall’s body of about 1,250 Hessians suffi- 
ciently isolated in Trenton to justify attack. 
ing it. Washington resolved todo so. On the 
23d of December he gave out as the watch- 
word ** Victory or death,”’ The British had 
heard rumors of an attack on the town, but 
thought it hardly probable. 
ice would make the return desperate or im- 
practicable,” wrote the British commander in 
New Jersey. However, on Christmas eve 
Grant sent word to Donop, who commanded 
the line from Trenton to Burlington, to be on 
his guard against au attack at the former 

int, although it was hardly to be expected. 

ut Rall, a gallant soldier who with his 
brigade had won great laurels at White 
Plains and Fort Washington, laughed at the 
pant of attack, and would not even adopt 
nop’s suggestion of intrenching himself, 

The obstacles that beset Washington’s pur- 
pose have heightened the admiration of his 
countrymen for his resolute accoimnplishment 
of it. A severe storm of snow, rain, and hail 
set in Christmas night, which had been ap- 

inted for crossing the Delaware, and ice in 

he river delayed the taking over of the ar- 
tillery, so that instead of surprising the en- 
emy in the darkness it was broad day when 
Washington’s army reached Rall’s outposts. 
But the attack had been well planned, the 
Americans advancing both on the upper or Pen- 
nington road under Washington’s own com- 
mand, and on the lower under Sullivan. The 
force thus‘ immediately employed seems to 
have been about 2,400 strong, and the Hes- 
sians were not only surprised but greatly out- 
numbered. Rall was mortally wounded in 
the attack. His troops were thrown into con- 
fusion, and more than 900 surrendered, with 
very little resistance, Only a small part of 
them escaped from the town. 

This capture of such a of troops and 
six guns madea victory which appeared all 
the more brilliant after the previous disasters ; 
and although Cornwallis, hurrying up to 
Trenton a week “later, drove Washington out 
again, zt ' American contrived, on his 
way to Mor wn, to gain another success 
over a British detachment at Princeton, so 
that the new year broke m less gloomily 
than had been apprehended. 

With reason, therefore, this memorial is 
oot up, nearly 117 years after the battle was 

ought. |

FURTHER EXPLANATION, 

At present the United States is on the gold stand- 
ard, and .the gold dollar is the unit of value. 
While the silver dollars have been coined for 
several years at the false ratio of 1 to 16 they re- 
tain full purchasing power here because they are 
practically redeemable in gold. All the paper 
money of the United States, whether green backs, 
Sherman notes, or silver certificates, is at a@ par 
with gold because directly or indirectly redeem- 
able therein. It makes, therefore, comparatively 
little difference to the foreigner what money he 
is paid in, although, of course, he prefers gold. 
If United States paper money should be sent him 
he could ship it back and buy with it whatever 
American products he pleased on parity with 
gold. If American dollars while upheld to parity 
with gold were sent him he could ship them 
back, and as they are still at par could buy with 
them here as much as he could with an equal 
number of gold dollars. But in spite of that fact, 
the foreigner has no liking for American silver 
coin above its bullion value. He objects to being 
paid in it because the only use he ean make of it 
is to send it back to the United States. If he 
melts it as he does gold it shrinks at once to its 
intrinsic value of 57 cents. 

The correspondent assumes that were the 
United States to adopt the free silver standard, 
discarding the gold standard and make the 
silver dollar worth’ intrinsically 57 cents, the 
unit of value, instead of the gold dollar, which 
is worth intrinsically 100 cents, no depreciation 
worth considering would happen. This is what 
would happen. At present sixteen ounces of 
coined American silver, being redeemable in 
gold, have the same purchasing or barter power 
asone ounceof coined gold. Were the silver 
dollar made the unit of value twenty-seven 
ounces of American coined silver would have no 
greater purchasing nor barter power than one 
once of gold. They would have a greater debt- 
paying power in this country so far as old debts 
were concerned, but for new debts it would take 
twenty-seven ounces of coined silver to pay the 
equivalent value of one’ ounce of gold. In other 
words, creditors would exact nearly twice as 
many dollars in silver as at presentin gold. If 
an American buys foreign goods for which he is 
asked a hundred ounces of gold he can probably 
satisfy that debt by shipping prepaid 1,600 
ounces of coined silver, though the foreign 
seller can make no other use of it than to ship it 
back again and exchange it for gold at some 
bank. But if the silver dollar were the standard 
money woit the American debtor, if he did not 
send gold, would have to send 2,700 ounces of 
silver, coined or wneoined, for it would’*make 
no difference. And whether the debtor sold 
the 2,700 ounces of coined silver here 
to get with them 100 ounces of gold 
to pay his European or Brazilian or Cuban 
debt. or whether he shipped them abroad and the 
creditor sold them for gold would matter not. In 
either case the sale would fix the actual value of 
the American silver currency just as similar 
transactions taking place all the time fix the 
value of the silver currencies of Mexico and all 
the South American States. 

If the United States were to adopt the silver 
standard American products which exchange 
now indifferently for one ounce of coined gold 
or sixteen of coined silver would thenceforth 
command one ounce of gold or twenty-seven 
ounces of coined silver. If a foreigner wished to 


chase with an ounce of gold twenty-seven ounces 
of coined silver where he can now only buy six- 
teen. Every time a foreigner bought some Amer- 
ican silver with his foreign gold he would estab- 
lish anew quotation for that silver. How the 
American producer would be benefited by the 
operation is not avparent. He would get no 
more value for his products thereby. Paper 
* money,” so called, is not in itself money, but 
merely its representative. The valueof those 
paper notes depends on the kind of intrinsic real 
money —gold or silver—they are redeemedin. If 
government notes are made redeemable in silver 
these same purchases of silver with gold will fix 
the value of the paper currency at the bullion 
value of the silver. In spite of what “ flatists”’ 
may say and Congresses may legislate the fact 
that twenty-seven ounces of silver and not six- 
teen are now all over the world the equivalent i 
purchasing power of one ounce of gold will regu- 
late and control all foreign and domest ic erce 
of the United States and determine the purchas- 
ing power of its currency at bome. Bear in 
mind that gold is the money of international 
commerce and all purchases and sales of com- 
modities between nations are figured on the gold 
value basis and all local money is only worth 
what it will fetch in gold. Inall nations on the 
gold money basis cortain amounts of short- 
weight silver are held up to parity with gold, 
but in + nations with silver free coinage the 
value of silver money is down to its bullion price 
in gold. There is no exception to this rule. The 
fiat of the government is not worth a cent in 
keeping it up.

Little, Deane, and Bradbury. Of that trio 
Deane died the year after graduating and 
Little became a prominent lawyer of Port- 
land, Me., where he died several years ago. 
The Bradbury of Longfellow’s letter alone 
survives to recall the memories of the four 
who led the famous classof 1825. That class 
included many names that after became 
famous—Longfellow, Hawthorne, Jonathan 
Cilley, Dr. Cheever, John S. C. Abbott, and 
others prominent in public or professional 
life. But those men have long since passed 
away. Mr. Bradbury is far from the least 
eminent of that distinguished group. A 
United States Senator from Maine for the six 
years following 1847, he added to his associa- 
tions with Longfellow and Hawthorne the ac- 
quaintance of Clay, Webster, Jefferson Davis, 
and all the coterie of public men who were on 
the stage at the time of the great compromise 
of 1850. 

Few arethe men living today who can 
claim to have been associated with so many 
of the greatest Americans as this quiet, court- 
eous, and well-preserved gentleman of the 
old school. In.his fine vld mansion at Au- 
gusta, commanding a broad view of some of 
the finest scenery in the Weautiful valey of 
the Kennebec, Mr. Bradbury is enjoying his 
90 yearsin the full possession of all his fac- 
ulties of mind and body. Mr. Bradbury was 
born! in York County, Me., was fitted for 
Bowdoin College’at Gorham Academy, and 
entered during the fall of 1822 atthe age of 
17 years. After graduation he studied law in 
the office of Ether Shepley, afterwards Chief 
Justice of Maine. But before entering upon 
the practice of his profession he opened at 
Effingham, N. H., a school for the instruction 
of teachers, probably the first normal school 
in New England. 

Mr. Bradbury went to Augusta in 1830, 
there to begin career asa lawyer and ¢ed- 
itor. In 1844 he was a delegate to the Demo- 
cratic National convention at Baltimore and 
there mg ree Polk. In 1846 he was elect- 
ed to the United States Senate. When Daniel 
Webster made his great 7th of March s h 
on the Clay compromise of 1850 Mr. Brad. 
bury sat beside Pierre Soule, the talented 
French Senator from Louisiana. Mr. Brad- 
pad J recalls how Soule turned to him and 
said that, Webster’s speech was the worst blow 
the Southern cause had received. Mr. Brad- 
bury supported the compromise, which he be- 
lieves a wise measure that saved the country 
from disruption at the time. 

In the Senate Mr. Bradbury’s seat was fora 
time beside that of Jefferson Davis and a 
pleasant acquaintance sprang up between the 
two. In 1858 Daviscameto Maine in the 
course of a tour that he was mehing in the 
North and was entertained by Mr. Bradbur 
at A ta. Besides Webster's famous speec 
Mr. Bradbury can recall another historic 
scene which will be recalled as long as the 

reat m “ Morituri Salutamus’’ shall de- 

ht English readers. : 
O ye familiar scenes—ye groves of” pine, 
That once were mine, and are no longer mine; 
Thou river, widening through the meadows green 
To the vast sea so near, and yet unseen ; 
Ye halls, in whose seclusion and repose 
Phantoms of fame, like exhalations, rose 
And vanished—we who are about to die 
Salute you; earth and air and sea and sky, 
And the imperial sun that scatters down 
His sovereign splendors upon grove and town. 

It was in 1875 that these lines were read at 
Brunswick before eleven survivors of the class 
of 1825. Mr. Bradbury was one of the num- 
ber, afd has a touching souvenir of the occa- 
sion in the form of a letter in which the great 
poet expressed his recognition of the kind re- 
ception accorded him and thanks Mr. Brad- 
bury especially for his kind words. These 
words Mr. Bradbury uttered in moving that 
the thanks of the college and the alumni be 
tendered “‘to the most illustrious modern 
poet, who has brought the laurels won in the 
old world and the new and gracefully placed 
them upon the brow of his aima mater.”’ 

In everything pertaining to the history of 
Mai r, Bradbury has, always taken the 


rea 
President of the Maine Historical Society. 
His interest in Bowdoin College he has never 
allowed to lag, and the commencement is rare 
that he does not figure in the exercises as the 
oldest alumnus present. Last summer,as he 
walked upon the old familiar campus, he re- 
called that it was just seventy years before 
that, as a happy boy, he had first stepped into 
the college inclosure to pass the entrance ex- 
amination to the class of 1825.

ARGUE “L” ROAD CASE 


LAKE STREET OOMPANY MATTER Bz- 
FORE JUDGE BRENTANO, 


Final Hearing Not Reached, the Court 
Being Asked Simply to Strike the 
Affidavits of Witnesses. for the Re- 
spondent Corporation from the Files, 
and to Dismiss Its Metion for the Vaca- 
tion of the Order Making the Write 
Attorney-General Moloney Present. 

The proceedings instituted by State’s-At- 
torney Kern by the filing of information in 
the nature of quo warranto to ascertain by 
what right the Lake Street Elevated railroad 
company proposes to operate its road were 
taken up before Judge Brentano yesterday 
forargument. The case did not come up on 
a final hearing; that issue will be settled ata 
future day. Judge Brentano was asked to 
pass upon a motion on the part of the peti- 
tioners to strike the affidavits produced by 
witnesses for the respondent corporation from 
the files, and to dismiss its motion for the va- 
cation of the order of court making the writ 
from the records, The arguments of the at- 
torneys on both sides consumed the entire 
day and will be resumed this morning. 

Attorney-General Moloney was ‘in court 
throughout the day. It is possible he may be 
compelled to take some action in the matter 
in an official capacity, it all depending upon 
the way in which the case is decided by J — 
Brentano. ‘I propose to post myself on t 
case,”’ said the cieirae dhanasel, ‘*so that I 
may be prepared to act if it should come un- 
der my authority. Ido not know whether or 
not I will become identified with the matter 
and am only watching case in order to get 
a correct understanding of its merits. I have 
received numerous letters and petitions in re- 
gard to this litigation, but I cannot say now 
what I will do in the matter or what position 
I may take.” 


Move to Strike Out Affidavits. 


Ex-Judge Richard Prendergast, on behalf 
of the property-owners he represents in the 
litigation, and who filed their protest against 
the completion of the road with the State’s- 
Attorney, which wasa factor in the institu- 
tion of the ~~ warranto proceedings, moved 
that the affidavits which had been presented 
in the case by the defendant company be 
stricken from the files. The attorney held 
that as the defendant had tendered an issue 
in the case by filing a demurrer it had 
no right to make any other motion, 
and consequently there could be no force in 
the motion to abate the proceedings begun. 
Said the attorney: ‘*‘ There is more con- 
tained in this question than the merits of the 
case.

He spoke of the 
meetings of residents of the West Side during 
the last few weeks, and said the affidavits 
charging the State’s-Attorney with bad faith 
in his ae were inseparably connect- 
ed with those meetings, - 

**]T have stricken the contents of the resolu- 
tions ssed at those meetings from my 
mind,” said Judge Brentano. 

Upon being thus reassured Mr. Prendergast 
referred to the legal questions at issue. He 
said he supposed Mr. Knight, attorney for the 
respondent company, had an object in view in 
demurring tothe proceedings, but the coun- 
sel for the other side considered iteelement- 
ary. The affidavits he construed as contain- 
ing the proper points to be contained in an 
answer. 

Meant to Redress Wrongs. 

The attorney contended that the State’s- 
Attorney had taken the proceedings under 
consideration for the purpose of redressing 
the — wrongs of property-owners, and it 
was with this purpose in mind that the infor- 
mation had been filed by him. After an ex- 
haustive dissertation of the State’s-Attorney’s 
authority in quo warranto proceedings he 
again referred to the affidavits. He took up 
the one made by President Roche, and, com- 
ing to that portion wherein it is said the ma- 
jority of the bonds issued by the road had 
been purchased by a common class of people, 
asked: ‘** Now, what did Mr. Roche say that 
for? He is trying to play the widow and 
orphan act with the idea of trying to con- 
vince some one that the pots poaes will suf- 
fer if the bonds are interfered with.”’ A doc- 
ument signed by over seventy property-own- 
ers on West Lake street protesting against 
the operation of the road as well as a number 
of the remaining affidavits were read. 

Mr. Knight objected to the court being in- 
formed of the contents of the document and 
asked that it be filed beforg being introduced 
in evidence. However, Judge Brentano con- 
sented to hear the protest. 

The signers of the document declare if their 
action is not authorized by law they will look 
to the proper persons for the recovery of dam- 
ages to their property. They also say in view 
of the fact that settlement has been made by 
the court they object to the action taken at 
the mass-meeting of citizens, who, the peti- 
tioners say, do not reside on Lake street. 


Attorneys Get Mixed, 


Mr. Knight, on behalf of the Lake Street 
‘“* L,” had previously introduced a motion to 
setaside the order for the issuance of the 
writ off the State’s-Attorney’s information and 
to dismiss the proceedings, and a demurrer 
had also been filed. Then for awhile the law- 
yers were somewhat mixed in the pleadings. 
The attorneys for the petitioners claimed they 
had no knowledge of such a motion. Judge 
Brentano straightened the matter out by in- 
structing Attorney Prendergast to proceed 
with his argument on the moticn to expunge 
the affidavits from the files, after which the 
court said he would hear Mr. Knight’s mo- 
tion. 

After Attorney Prendergast had talked for 
an hour and a half he allowed his associate in 
the case, Attorney Keep, to present some 
points in law in substantiation of the position 
taken by their clients. The attorney con- 
tended that when the defendant filed its de- 
murrer it was per se an admission that the 
proceedings taken by the State’s-Attorney 
were good and substantial, and for this rea- 
son it was argued that a subsequent motion to 
dismiss could have no effect. 

The court took no action on the motion, 
and at the conclusion of Mr. Keep’s remarks 
Attorney Knight, on behalf of the *‘ L,” be- 
gan his argument. Mr. Knight in turn at- 
tacked the affidavits which had been filed by 
the petitioners and made it appear that those 
opposing the completion of tne road from its 
inception are the persons who are now behind 
the State’s-Attorney in the present proceed- 
ings. He said: 

They desire tohinder the completion of the 
line on the ground that afew feet in each mile 
were not represented by property-owners in the 
petition sent to the Council on which the ordi- 
nance giving the Lake Street*‘L”’ a franchise 
was passed. They say that the State’s-Attorney 
is acting under the official oath of his office and 
not for the benefit of any private purposes. Yet 
we think that the court will always look into the 
causes and not make any decision before the 
facts are known. We have faith to believe the 
court will decide .this case in accordance with 
the law and the facts. 

Brand’s Motion as Ridiculous, 


The attorney then said Mr. Prerdergast had 
taken up an hour of the court's time in argu- 
ing on a motion which he had not caused the 
clerk of the court to enter because of its 
ridiculousness. He traversed the grounds 
gone over by the counsel for the petitioner in 
reference to the affidavits, and scouted the 
idea that the petitioners cannot recover dam- 
ages from the company because there is a 
mortgage on the road which stands as a first 
lien. r. Roche’s affidavit was reviewed and 
Mr. Prendergast’s question as to why it was 
stated in the document that the bonds of the 
company are universally owned by small in- 
vestors was answered. ‘“‘Itis placed there,” 
the counsel said, *‘for the reason that the 
courts have decided that stockholders and 
‘bondholders cannot be deprived of their 
rights.” He declared he would produce 
ample authorities to show that as soon as it is 
proven to the court that the State’s- Attorney 
did not act for the interests of the people in 
filing his information the court has then the 
right to abate the p ings. 

Attorney Knight contiaued the reading of 
the affidavits prepared in behalf of the 
respondent. tenor of all the documents 
was that the proceedings to cause the ele. 
vated road to discontinue the construction of 
ita line have not met with public sentiment 
on the West Side, The attorney read authori- 
ties to show the leave to file information of 
this kind depends on the discretion of the 
Judge before whom the matter istaken, If 
it appears a writ has been improvidently is. 
sued the authority of the court does not end 
there, He can sustain the demurrer of the de. 
fendents and thereby abate the rene.

jobs, Senator Sherman declared that when 
rules were used by the minority to obstruct 
legislation—as has been the case at Washington 
for months past—“‘ they should be at ence al- 
tered.””

Senator Hill was even more denunciatory 
of the decayed, contemptible, self-paralyzing 
rules of the Senate. He is a * practical 
politician,” a man who wants to accomplish 
results without waste of time. When he 
thinks a thing ought to be done he believes a 
way should be found to do it. He counted 
silent members to make a quorum before 
Reed did, and he can see no reason why the 
Vice-President should not imitate his ex- 
If he were put in the chair, with a 
majority of the Senate behind him, he would 
put the silver bill through before twenty-four 
hours had gone by.

A SINGULAR MISCREDIT. 

A singular case of assimilation or miscredit 
has just come to light of which Mr, E. T.

FRANCE LOSES ANOTHER DISTINGUISHED 


MAN. 

Quickly following the announcement of the 
death of Marshal MacMahon, statesman and 
soldier, comes the intelligence that Charles 
Frangois Gounod, one of the most eminent 
of modern French composers, has pussed 
away. Like the Marshal he had reached a 
ripe old age, having been born in 1818. He 
was not a genius in the sense that the great 
masters have been, but now and then he 
flashed out with a brilliancy and force that 
showed he was possessed of what Beetiioven 
called ‘‘ the divine spark "’ when he was char- 
acterizing Schubert’s music. 

Gounod hafl the advantage of study in Italy 
during his earlier years, having carried off 
the Prix de Rome which entitled him to that 
privilege at government expense, but it hard- 
ly can be said that the Italian school radically 
influenced his music. Nor can it be said that 
the music dramas of Wagner affected him, as 
they did Bizet and others of his contempora- 


extent of copying himself, and his leanings 
were all towards the French school, tempered 
by singular refinement and charming poetic 
quality. His earlier works for the operatic 
stage, like “Sappho,” “‘ Nonne Sanglante,”’ 
* Médecin Malgré Lui,” “La Reine de 
Saba,” -and “ Mirelle,’”’ ‘based on Mis- 
tral’s Provengal poem, were gracefully 
written, but they had not the enduring 
quality and they now are mostly shelved. It 
was not until he had produced “ Faust” that 
his fame fairly was established and his high 
position acknowledged by the world. After 
“Faust”? he wrote “ Philémon and Baucis,”’ 
‘Romeo and Juliet,”’ ** Polyeucte,” “Cing 
Mars,”’ ‘* The Tribute of Zamora,’ and other 
aperas, but they are only pale reflections of 
his great masterpiece, the theme of which 
was furnished him by Goethe. That he was 
fond of sacred music is evidenced by the 
requiems,,masses, sacred songs,and oratorios 
he has written. Of the latter compositions, 
“The Redemption” and *“‘ Mors et Vita” are 
the most ambitious. The influence of Bach is 
traceable in them for he was an ardent ad- 
mirer of the Leipsic cantor and is credited 
withehaving said that if all the music written 
in the world since Bach’s time were lost it 
could be reconstructed upon what the father 
of modern music has left us. Thetwo works 
mentioned, however, are not in the strict 
oratorio style and have little of its spirit. 
They are long and tedious, though not desti- 
tute of melodic charm, and at times have 
s##ong dramatic quality, but they are not 
likely to endure as they have not the cathedral 
touch. Healso has written many graceful 
orchestral compositions, among them. the 
“Funeral March of a Marionette,”’ 
“Saltarello,” and the ‘“ Meditation” on 
Bach’s first prelude, which are great favor- 
itea with the public amd deservedly so. His 
songs alone would have stamped him as a 
great musician if he had written nothing else, 
and two of these, ‘‘ Nazareth’’ and ‘There is 
a Green Hill,” certainly will remain as parts 
of the legacy of pleasure he has left to the 
world, “ Faust” overshadows all his other 
work however, It had its first presentation 
in 1859 and since then it has been produced 
thousands of times in all countries where 
opera is enjoyed. It placed him at once in 
the first rank of modern composers. It has 
but one commonplace moment, that occu- 
pied by the Soldiere’ March, but all the rest 
bears the imprint of rare poetical genius. 
The kermesse and the garden scene hardly 
have been surpassed in modern operas—the 
one for its picturesque variety, the other for 
its poetical loveliness. It is probably the one 
work of the great French composer which is 
destined to endure and give him a place 
among the great lyrical composers, for 
dramatic he hardly can be called. It is also 
to his infinite credit that amid many power- 
ful influences he preserved his individuality 
and that his style is his own. 


DEMOCRATS WORKING ON AN INCOME 
TAX PLAN, 

It is stated that the Detnocratic members of 
the Committee on Ways and Means are work- 
ing several hoursa day on their tariff bill, 
and expect to finish it in about a month. 
Nothing is said as to what articles will have 
to pay duties or what the duties will be, but 
it may be inferred that they will not be very 
high, because it is the intention of the com- 
inittee, if they can force it through, to raise 
from a fourth to a third of the total revenues 
of the government by an income tax. The 
greater the amount derived from that source 
the smaller the amount will the South have 
to contribute, and the less will have to be 
raised by tariff duties and taxes on intoxi- 
cants, Free trade, free liquors, and heavy 
income tax is the Democratic idea in Con- 
gress. 

Excluding the postoffice receipts, the gov- 
ernment revenue will have to be in round 
mum bers about four hupdred millions a year. 
Of this 160 millions is now obtained from in- 
ternal reven®@taxes and 220 millions from 
customs. It is proposed that from a hun- 
dred toa hundred and thirty-three millions 
shall be raised by an income tax—practically 
all on the North. It is alleged that the 
duties on beer, tobacco, and whisky are not 
to be touched, and that Mr. David A. Wells’ 
suggestions that those on beer and tobacco be 
raised will receive no attention. Hence it 
appears to be the intention of the Democrats 
to make the customs duties so low as to cut 
down the receipts from them one-half. That 
will not be free trade for the benefit of for- 
eigners, but it will be considerable of a step 
in that direction. 

The subcommittee which has charge of the 
details of the income tax plan is made up of 
Tarsney of Missouri and of Bryan of Ne- 
braska, who recently repudiated his connec- 
tion with the Democratic party and joined the 
Popylists. These two eminent gentlemen 
have made up their minds that no tax should 
be imposed on an income of less than $2,500. 
The Engi#h tax all incomes over $750 with 
an exemption of $600 on all under $2,000, 
but it would not suit the purposes of Messrs.

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COUNTERFEITING SILVER DOLLARS. 

In a letter to a friend the Hon. J.S. Morton, 
Secretary of Agriculture, says: ‘‘A counter- 
feiter can put a whole ounce of silver, that is, 
480 grains, into a dollar and then make 25 
cents’’ by the operation. That way of stat- 
ing the case may bea striking one, but the 
suggestion is not practical. The dollar thus 
counterfeited. would contain 20 per cent 
more silver than does the standard dollar but 
would not pass current. The fact of ite being 
so much overweight would make its bullion 
value greater, but would lead to the detection 
of the coin as one not turned out from the 
United States Mint or by authority of the gov- 
ernment, ; 

The counterfeiter could make much more 
money and with far less risk of detection 
than by working on the plan suggested by 
Secretary Morton. The owners of silver 
have this week offered to sell to the Treasury 
at 73% cents per fine ounce. At that rate 
the standard dollar contains but 57 cents 
worth of silver, If turning them: out on a 
large scale the counterfeiter could afford to 
make “ dollars’ of precisely the same size, 
weight, and intrinsic value at‘60 cents each, 
the odd 3 cents ‘paying for alloy and the trouble 
of manufacture, The gain would be 40 cents 
on each dollar, instead of 25 cents, which is a 
most important difference, especially when to 
that pecuniary advantage is added the com- 
parative immunity from detection and pun- 
ishment. 

It isa miserable shame that the action of 
the United States Government should offer 
thig immense temptation to do wrong, and 
that 4 minority of its Senators should stand 
out persistently for a continuance of the arti- 
ficial conditions which favor such a fraud upon 
the nation. It is an insult to the government 
to insist that it cannot afford to giveas much 
silver for a dollar as the counterfeiter could 
give and then make a huge profit by the oper- 
ation. It is an outrage on the people that 
such a big premium should be offered for dis- 
honesty to be perpetrated at their expense, 
for they are the ones who have to pay ulti- 
mately forall. Anditisa sin against hon- 
esty as well as against common decency that 
the minority in the Senate should have 
blabbed away time for the last two months in 
defense of the system which encourages such 
a fraud. The repeal of the purchasing clause 
in the Sherman law would not abolish the 
temptation. But that and the resalve to coin 
no more legai tender ** money ”’ having an in- 
trinsic value of only 57 percent of its face 
would at least deprive the counterfeiters of 
their plea that the citizen has a meral right to 
make that kind of a dollar because the gov- 
ernment claims.the. right to do it.

OVERHEAD ELECTRIC: STREET RAIL- 
ROAD WIRES. 

The South Side Street railway company has 
asked the Council for the right to use elec- 
tricity instead of horse power on lines where the 
latter is employednow, This applies toClark 
street from Washington south, Indiana ave- 
nue from Eighteenth south, Archer avenue, 
Wentworth avenue, Halsted south of Archer, 
and a number of otherstreets. The ordinance, 
which was introduced night before last, au- 
thorizes the company to use overhead wires 
till some better system is devised. The kind 
of poles to be used is left to the. discretion of 
the Commissioner of Public Works. 

It is quite desirable that there should be 
more rapid transit on the streets mentioned. 
Electric car lines on Clark street and Indiana 
avenue would relieve the State street and 
Wabash avenue lines greatly. But the Coun- 
cil should be in no haste to assume that no 
safer system than the trolley one has been 
devised and to authorize the street car com- 
pany to use the latter until it sees fit to 
change it—for that is what the proposed grant 
would amount to. It mag be admitted that 
the trolley system is the cheapest one yet 
devised. «But a wealthy corporation like the 
South Side Street railway company, which is 
raking in money so fast that it does not 
know what to do with it, ought net to attach 
too much importance to cheapness, but to 
think a little of safety and of appearances. 

There is one small section of underground 
electric street railway onthe North Side. It 
took some time to get it into smooth running 
order, but it is working perfectly now and 
has been doing so for months. There have 
been no casualties since it started, and there 
can be none. As there are no poles, the 
atreets which it occupies are not disfigured. 
What a disfigurement those poles can be any 
one can see who will look at the electric road 
on Stony Island avenue. To give to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works any discretion re- 
garding such matters would bea great mis- 
take. That officer generally agrees with what- 
ever the street railroad company thinks, If 
it prefers something which is cheap and nasty 
he is of the same opinion usually. Every- 
thing should be fifed ~ by ordinance, and no 
city officer should have any discretion. 

Before passing this ordinance the Council 
should study the question of electrical trans- 
portation a little and see if the overhead sys- 
tem is the best for the people, It has allowed 
the South Side company to operate some 
lines in that way. Those franchises were 
givenina hurry, so that the lines might be 
used for World’s Fair business, There is no 
need of hasty action now. 


Supt. Brennan has done right in the stand 
he has faken against the interference of the 
police in loca) politics—if he is sincere about 
it.

Wasuinaton, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special. |— 
Democratic compromiserg say that with a few 
more black eyes to the administration they 
will be ready to apply the poultice This was 
their talk this afternoon at a time when hope- 
ful people thought that unconditional repeal 
was regaining some lost ground. The debate 
in the Senate was continued along the line of 
the proposed change in the rules which would 
enable the majority to rule, but the guiding 
influences in the party were not in the Senate 
chamber. They were off in Senator Cock- 
rell’s committee-room, where the steering 
committee was at work. On that committee 
Président Cleveland now has two out of the 
eight members. F 

The Senate debate gave David B. Hill an- 
other chance to show that he believes in legis- 
lative bodies legislating. He unqualifiedly 
demanded that when forty-three Senators of 
the majority sought it the Vice-President 
should end filibustering. Daniel of Virginia 
and Morgan of Alabama, in repudiating 
Hill’s sentiments, shewed that the Democratic 
party is still a long way from accepting the 
principle of majority rule. -Teller also made 
it interesting for Gray of Delaware by citing 
the Delaware Senator’s defense of obstruction 
during the force bill debate. Teller said the 
silverites now stood where the Delaware Sen- 
ator stood then, and as Gray is a leading re- 
pealer the statement was an awkward one for 
him to meet and he did not seek to reply. 

In spite of the unprdmisimg outlook the 
Democratic leaders profess to believe that the 
end of the deadlock is not far away. Hill has 
been driving at a change in the rules to see if 
a coalition could not be worked up between 
the Republicans and the Democratic repeal- 
ers, which would secure an absolute majority 
of the Senate, who would demand of the Vice- 
President that he apply closure. The Repub- 
licens are all right. They will givea strong 
support to the proposition. The trouble is in 
bringing up enough Democratic recruits. 


Would Not Abide by a Caucus, 


Some Democrats think that a caucus will 
oe lead them out of the wilderness. Vest and 

utler got an absolute majority of the Demo- 
crats tosigna request for a caucus and to 
pledge themselves to abide the results. This 
the administration Senators would not do, 
and the anti-repealers retorted that it ill-be- 
came them to prate about majority rule when 
they were not willing to abide the decision of 
the majority in their own party. The caucus 
may yet be held, though it won't be able to 
secure absolute unanimity among the Demo- 
crats. The leaders in the compromise move- 
ment now see that exist: political condi- 
tions are such that Hill aad Mavshe could not 
afford to consent to a compromise, and there 
are three or four Democrats in the same boat. 
So they are willing to accept forty out of the 
forty-five Democratic Senators. 

They say that when that number is assured 
and the administration has called off its dogs 
the silverites will furnish the remainder of 
the votes necessary to put through the bill, 
though they will do it under protest... In spite 
of the strong talk from the White House 
against compromise of any sort the compro- 
misers this afternoon hinted that communi- 
cation had been opened with the President 
and that there was better prospect of an un- 
derstanding. But if the understanding did 
not come they were still inexorable and they 
did not intend that there should be any 
change in the rules, any closure, or any un- 
conditional repeal. 


Morgan Begins the Day’s Debate. 


The Senate met at 10 o'clock this morning, 
the ordinary time of meeting having been ad- 
vanced an hour by the parliamentary ativice 
adopted last evening in taking a recess in- 
stead of adjourning. A quarter of an hour. 
however, was spent in waiting for the arrival 
of the foerty-third Senator. [here was to 
prayer and no reading of yesterday’s journal, 
tuw journal of Monday not being yet ap- 
proved, and the pending question being upon 
Mr. Dolph’s motion to amend it by making it 
show the presence of Senators Allen and Kyle 
on a roll-call, they being in the chamber and 
not answering. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) reopened the ar- 
gument of the question. He imagined a case 
in which two Senators voted yea upon a bill 
and one voted nay while the rest of the Sena- 
tors remained in their seats silent, and he 
asked whecher that bill could be said to have 
passed the Senate. 

Those who sat by and did not vote might 
have meantto say by their silent negative 
votes that they were unwilling to do business 
of thatsort. They might have said: “* It is 
true that weare here; it is true that we do 
not answer to our names. But our presence 
and silence indicate that we are not here for 
the purpose of doing business that you want 
todo. We have a right to be here to see what 
kind of a record you are going to make.” 

Mr. Morgan then took up the decision of 
the Supreme Court which was referred to yes- 
terday as being in favor of the right of a pre- 
siding officer to count a quorum. He said 
that that decision could not be twisted fhtoa 
support of that doctrine, except by the artful- 
ness of an astute politician. 

The Supreme Court has never claimed the 
power to decide on the constitutionality or un- 
constitutionality of the rule of either House. It 
cannot do it. That is a political question in 
which the Supreme Court never concerned itself. 
It is only those men who have eusy consciences 
who follow the Supreme Court. There are men 
in the world whose consciences aré go easy that 
they can bend them to any vurpose which 
their political necessities may require at any 
time. But such men have no just conception of 
the rights and duties of the representatives of 
the peoplé and the States. Men of that class 
may follow the Supreme Court around and be 
willing to take an oath of allegiance to its opin- 
ions one way today and toits opinions another 
way tomorrow. After the decision of the 5u- 
preme Court against legal tender government 
notes the court was increased frem seven to nine, 
the case argued again, and the first decision re- 
versed.

As the clerk finished reading the amend- 
ment Mr. Warner (Dem. N. Y.) rushed to the 
clerk’s desk and examined it, and then in- 
dignaptly declared that a portion of the 
amendment which he had written in his own 
hand and which had been agreed to by the 
gentleman from California had been torn off. 
Mr. Geary said that the gentleman had ex- 
pressed himself some time ago as satisfied 
with the amendment as it was now offered. 
Three or four days afterward the gentleman 
had come to him and asked him for the bill. 

Mr. Warner said that the gentleman had 
misstated what had happen Instead of 
this amendment being a g thing for the 
bill it might be a good thing for the promo- 
ters of the enterprise. He had written the 
words which since the amendment had been 
proposed had been torn off: “* Insert after the 
word otherwise,‘ that is unless the actual 
construction of said brid shall be com- 
menced, proceeded with, and completed with- 
in the time and at the rate above provided 
or 


for. 

Then Mr. Warner and Mr. Geary entered 
into a controversy as to what had passed be- 
tween them relative to the amendnrent, and 
they each declared in emphatic though parlia- 
mentary language that what the other said 
was not true. 

Mr. Geary said that he cared nothing what- 
ever about Mr. Warner’s amendment, but he 
did not want the gentleman to intimate that 
he had done anything wrong. He did not 
want any such reflection cast upon him. 

Both gentlemen were much excited, and, 
had it not been for the Speaker’s vigorous > 
holding of the rules of the House there might 
have been a personal encounter. Mr. Warner 
then offer his amendment, which was 
adopted, as was also Mr. Geary’s, and the 
bill was passed without division. The House 
then resumed the consideration of the printing 
bill. A proposition for the publication of 40,.- 
000 copies of the special report on the diseases 
of the horse gave rise toa good deal of dis- 
cussion. In the course of debate Mr. Sayers 
(Dem., Tex.) Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations, said tothe Housethat the 
revenues of the government were steadily de- 
creasing and that Congress must be careful in 
its expenditures. The question was finally 
settled by providing for the printing of 75,000 
copies of the work. With disposing of the 
bill the House at 5 o’clock adjourned.
